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‘Inflation Can Be Prevented* 


His countrymen back home on Main St. 
were happier about President Eisenhower’s 
state-of-the-union message than his political 
associates in Washington. 
Whenever a president delivers one of these 
messages to Congress he reports, in effect, 
on the state of himself. Mr. Eisenhower looks 
very much like a chief executive with a stif­ 
fened back at the outset of 1959. 
If he holds this posture while Congress 
drones through its 1959 session and arrives at 
a spending policy, he will become a symbol 
of the only friend the taxpayer has left in 
this whole wide world. 
He will look like an over-age Goliath wind­ 
ing up to whirl a stone smack-dab between 
the beady eyes of the spendocrats who have 
been brandishing a Goliath’s club labeled 
“ 100-billion-dollar budget.” That is their free­ 
wheeling estimate of what the government 
should be spending to keep even with the 
Soviet Union. 


IT SEEMS incredible that anyone over the 
age of six could be dumb enough not to under­ 
stand that the strength of the United States 
is determined by private spending, not public 
spending. This is not Russia, where all spend­ 
ing must be done by the Communist masters, 
or not at all. 
There is no comparison between the two 
countries, yet a movement is afoot in Wash­ 
ington among spendocrats to put the U.S. 
government into competition with the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics on a public- 
spending basis. They estimate that IOO million 
in 1959-1960 would be about right for a start, 
with much more later. 
To them and their inflationary doctrine. 
President Eisenhower has said in unmistak­ 
ably clear terms that a budget of 77 billion 
would be a great plenty. 


He has declared that dollar-cheapening in­ 
flation which does not worry the spendocrats 
a bit worries him a lot and can be prevented. 
He even has done what few of his country­ 
men expected a man with his military back­ 
ground would do; he has put his presidential 
finger in the eye of his former military as­ 
sociates who always want twice as much as 
they think they can get, which is 20 per cent 
more than they need. 
And just to make sure that no spendocrat 
w ill be able to sleep for the next few months, 
the President has struck a ringing note of 
compassion* for his squirming countrymen 
who, starting at this time every year, settle 
their accounts with the tax collectors. 


DWIGHT EISENHOWER thinks it is highly 
important to let the U.S. taxpayer keep more 
of the money he earns. He thinks, private, 
individual enterprise is worth saving as a 
way of life. He says the preservation 
of 
America’s secret of making money by letting 
the American people spend it on their own 
collective progress is just as important as the 
sterile contest to see who can pile up the 
biggest stack of armament without going 
broke. 
This is an interesting insight into the state 
of the President, who is showing interesting 
signs of anti-nflationary leadership. There is 
no political future in it, because it would en­ 
tail a touch of austerity, but perhaps Dwight 
Eisenhower like Charles de Gaulle has de­ 
cided there are more important things than 
political futures when a man is making 
his last stand as a public figure. 
If the presidential backbone stays this stiff, 
the spendocrats will have started to live their 
darkest hour, beginning with the budget 
debate of 1959. An American taxpayer can 
call some of his money his own. 


Our Sunday Punch Is Production 


The wave of remorse and misgivings that 
has been washing over American pride ever 
since the Soviet Union took a commanding 
lead in cosmic rocketry and proved it could 
hold it,has drowned out a key fact. 


The Russian success was the result of two 
known and freely admitted circumstances. 
First was the Russian roundup of the cream 
of the German rocket experts after the end 
of World War II. These people were taken to 
Russia and given every possible inducement 
to work at top efficiency in their specialty. 
Second was the Russian government’s early 
adoption of a planned project of cosmic 
rocketry. The United States, meanwhile, w’as 
working on a smaller scale with military 
rocketry, using a smaller number of German 
experts to guide it through the mysteries of a 
new branch of science. 
The impression that this country came off 
second best in a contest of scientific skill be­ 
cause it lacked the potential know-how and 
Russia possessed it is only half true. Russia 
took its skill in the early stages from the 
Germans, just as the United States did. 
Thereafter, Russian rocketeers were work­ 
ing toward a fixed goal that even now’ the 
United States has not duplicated. It has no 
cosmic rocket program in the sense that Rus­ 
sia has one. Its primary interest is still mili­ 
tary rocketry, and its long-term dependence 
for the success of that program is still what 
it always has been — capacity to produce 
what it has decided to build. 
Production was America’s “secret weapon” 
In World War II. It has been the secret of 
this country’s high standard of living—mass 
production. Even the atomic bomb, on which 
the United States had a monopoly for a brief 
time, was not an American scientific secret 
but a triumph of American production. 
If thorn needs to be a straw to grasp to 
save American composure while Russian cos­ 
mic rockets are reaching as far as the sun. 


itself, it is the thought that this country’s pro­ 
ductivity never has been equaled. 
It has borrowed ideas from every place in 
the world and applied them to its advantage 
by mass production. It has contributed its own 
fair share of new ideas in exchange for the 
ideas of others. And if the time comes when 
men and nations must make rockets in masses 
to prove their right to exist, rockets will roll 
off production lines in America like the Amer­ 
ican - made automobiles and airplanes that 
are the world’s standards, because they can 
be produced efficiently in great numbers.

The f o r m e r Club 30—where gambling 
equipment once was seized in a raid by West 
Virginia State Police—is still dark. 
But on the other side of Route 30 the lights 
are burning brightly. Nightly dozens of cars 
may be seen in the parking lot and each 
morning those employed in the nearby build­ 
ing—some of w h o m formerly manned the 
tables at Club 30—can be seen having an 
early breakfast after being on the job all 
night.

If the answer was unsatisfactory 
there, we would refer the question to Char­ 
leston. 
If there are enough people asking ques­ 
tions, some action may result. 


Everyman’s University

A fellow who writes a newspaper column 
would never want for a topic if he took his 
fan mail pugnaciously. He could be engaged 
in a running fight with his readers that 
would never end. 
Insignificant references can stir up a temo- 
est. Then the stand he bravely takes on some 
serious topic, expecting to be ground to 
dust, can pass unnoticed or draw approval 
from unexpected places and bewilder him. 
Happily for the puzzled writer, all are not 
brickbats; yet, good for his ego, plenty are. 
Over half a century at the trade brings con­ 
viction that yanking a writer down a peg is 
just as rewarding to him as a pat on the 
back. 
Sadly, however, too few dissenters and 
critics know how to disagree without becom­ 
ing abusive or insinuating, thus destroy their 
chance to establish their position. 
Human nature being what it is, their blast 
so overshadows their opinion that they are 
better ignored than answered, the veteran 
writer learns. 


IF A FEW hundred such still hate a writer, 
some editor, reporter or a newspaper because 
their spleen, venom or abuse did n o t get 
“equal time,” most likely it is because of 
their knowledge; and because — no matter 
how profound their education—they never 
really learned to read. 
They read with a mind steeled against 
others’ beliefs and opinions; they dissent with 
insistence that all else, all others, are ene­ 
mies. They have no influence because they 
start wit by condemning others and their 
beliefs. 
There is a pattern. Basically it is racial, 
religious, political or plain selfish. Experience 
with the blasters convinces that education 
has less to do with tolerance than has cur­ 
rent reading which will keep one abreast of 
his times; worldwide, nationally and locally. 
In short, the newspaper, today’s mirror. 
America’s greatest m tel^ tu al threat is that 


we breed a nation of non-readers—a contin­ 
ent of half-informed lookers and listeners— 
misguided by impressions and historical in­ 
cidents distorted into exciting climaxes for 
soap operas or Westerns. 


A curse to modern education is that enter­ 
tainment and amusement are too convenient. 
The hours that children—and adults—once 
spent profitably with books go to effortless 
eyeing of fiction, comics and antics in over­ 
doses of living room diversion. 


ONCE THE fireside was a cozy family for­ 
um. not a bellyslam theater. Before I could 
read, my mother had read to me much from 
the Bible, “Little Lord Fauntleroy,” “Pil­ 
grim’s Progress” and ‘‘Black Beauty.” Later 
every Sunday I took home a book from the 
church library—and invariably read it before 
the next Sunday. 


Now a grandson, readying for college, is 
hurrying to finish the one book that is re­ 
quired reading this semester. I don’t get it; 
“don’t dig it” should I say? 


The public library of the smallest hamlet 
contains the story’ of the races, the religions, 
the politics which constitute the major things 
on which men disagree—the foundation of so­ 
ciety. the key to tolerance and peaceful ex­ 
istence together. 


All too much, today’s higher education 
minimizes the fundamentals of knowledgeable, 
contented living. Enduring truth and history 
that lets us call ourselves Americans. 
The dog-eared books of our fathers; the 
current good literature, today's newspaper 
that bring history’ down to date. 
Everyman’s University. 


Approximately 99 per cent of today 's snuff 
isn’t the sniffing kind.

When E a s t Liverpool voters 
killed the city income tax Nov. 4 
was it murder or justifiable homi­ 
cide? 
That’s a question that still hasn't 
been settled after more than two 
months, despite post mortems on 
street corners, in living rooms and 
at City Hall as people on b o t h 
sides of the fence try to figure 
what was behind the big “silent” 
vote that wiped the ordinance off 
the books. 
The tax probably will be pro­ 
posed again, although with some 
revisions, but before the new trial 
balloon goes up the officials want 
to f i g u r e out definitely what 
brought the last one down full of 
holes. 
Although no one can pinpoint the 
cause, the voters’ rejection w a s 
indisputable. More than 5,300 said 
flatly they did not want the tax 
to continue. Only 3,400 voted to 
retain it. So the opponents of the 
tax outnumbered the proponents 
by about 1.900 — a wide margin 
in a municipal election by a n y 
standards. 


HERE ARE some of the reasons 
the proponents have offered f o r 
the defeat: 
Opposition from labor, 
chiefly 
the International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters and a consis­ 
tent campaign in its weekly news­ 
paper, the Potters Herald. 
The votes of people who simply 
did not want to pay a new tax, 
believing the city would get along 
under its old revenue standards. 
The opposition of persons who 
might have favored the tax in 
lukewarm fashion, but were an­ 
gered by the fact the ordinance 
was eracted with an emergency 
clause, ruling out the possibility 
of a referendum. 
The anti - tax feeling of 5,200 
individuals and business 
places 
which were forced to file separate 
tax reports because their income 
was not subject to withholding at 
the source. 
A general opposition to 
n e w 
taxes on the part of a public that 
feels itself already imposed upon 
to the limit by local, county, state 
and federal levies, but had an op­ 
portunity to vent its spleen against 
the city measure. 


MANY OTHER reasons, some 
trivial, some comparatively signi­ 
ficant, have been advanced to ex­ 
plain the overwhelming rejection 
of the tax. Most observers a r e 
willing to agree now that it was 
a combination of several factors 
— not one “burning cause” — 
that led the voters to dump the 
measure. 
Some felt at first it was the 
ambiguous wording of the proposi­ 
tion, under which “yes” meant 
“no” and “no” meant “yes,” but 


that theory has been pretty well 
discarded. 
Others felt that a big share of 
the opposition came from persons 
who went to the polls almost ex­ 
clusively to vote against a state­ 
wide “right-to-work” measure and 
were in a frame of mind to vote 
against the tax. 
But the defeat of the tax cannot 
be tied directly to defeat of ‘iright- 
to-work” because the rejection of 
the state proposal was so much 
more 
decisive. 
East 
Liverpool 
showed only 2,016 in favor of out­ 
lawing union shops, 6,596 against 
the change. 
Defeat of the tax cannot be link­ 
ed with any one geographical sec­ 
tion of the city or population seg­ 
ment because every ward went 
against the proposal — some more 
heavily than others. 
What some call the working 
class neighborhoods of the First 
and Fourth Wards went against it 
by approximately 2 to I. In the 
Second Ward — generally speak­ 
ing a residential area of business 
and professional men and others 
in higher income brackets — the 
tax still was defeated, but by a 


narrower margin. The margin in 
the Third Ward was 3-2. 
Obviously, all the persons w h o 
voted for Mayor Fred P. L a w ­ 
rence’s 
“reform” 
administration 
in November 1957 did not back up 
the tax plan. Lawrence received 
4,379 votes in the election t h a t 
made him mayor — 904 more than 
the "for” vote in favor of the in­ 
come tax a year later. However, 
the vote last November was much 
larger than the turnout in the mu­ 
nicipal election 
a year earlier, 
which means that many of those 
who voted for or against the tax 
had taken no part in selection of 
the mayor. 


T H E 
OPPONENTS’ 
principal 
rallying cry was that the tax or­ 
dinance contained an emergency 
clause which “crammed it down 
our throats” without the opportuni­ 
ty for requesting a referendum. 
Under 
referendum 
procedure, 
effectiveness of any legislation is 
delayed until the people have had 
an opportunity to vote. 
But the opponents managed to 
bring the question to a vote by 
taking advantage of another right

under the Ohio Constitution — pro­ 
posing an initiative ordinance to 
repeal the tax measure. 
The major difference is that an 
initiative proposal does not hold 
up effectiveness of the measure it 
seeks to repeal and the city was 
allowed to collect the tax pending 
the decision at the polls. 
Trades and Labor Council led 
the fight to put the question on 
the ballot, although it had support 
from other quarters. 


HERE ARE some of the propos­ 
als that have been advanced un­ 
officially for attempting to restore 
the tax: 
Explain the c i t y ’s financial 
structure in great detail to every 
interested group and individual, 
justifying the city’s need for ad­ 
ditional income to meet higher op­ 
erating expenses and to undertake 
capital improvement programs. 
Seek to pinpoint the main caus­ 
es of opposition and answer them 
as well as possible, particularly 
by wiping away the thought that 
the city government seeks to cram 
any measure down its citizens’ 
throats. 


Productive 
Why The Kind Treatment For Mikoyan? 
Session Seen

WASHINGTON 
This will be a busy, interesting 
and probably constructive Cong­ 
ress. It is unlikely to seem spec­ 
tacular if only because very little 
ever does in the grinding legisla­ 
tive mill. 
It will be self-conscious, per­ 
haps just a little less conserva­ 
tive than the previous Congress 
and, despite plenty of conflict, its 
personal relations with President 
Eisenhower may not curdle very 
much. 
Democrats and Republicans in 
this Congress can not help being 
self-conscious: Its two-year term 
will be drawing to a close at the 
time of the 1960 elections when 
voters choose a new Congress and 
a new president. 
Both groups know their per­ 
formance these next two years 
will be a major factor in the elec­ 
tion outcome — for themselves 
and their party —- and that the 
next president may be chosen 
from this Congress. 
It hardly seems in the cards 
for this heavily Democratic Con­ 
gress to get into feuding, name­ 
calling and bitterness with Eisen­ 
hower in his last two White House 
years. 
During his first six years his 
relations with Congress members 
have been unusually polite and re­ 
strained, except in political cam­ 
paigns. There does not seem much 
reason to change. 
For this reason: Without resort­ 
ing to slam-bang. the Democrats 
were still able to win control of 
Congress in three successive elec­ 
tions while Eisenhower himself re­ 
mained highly popular. 
Nevertheless, 
there 
will 
be 
broad conflicts between Eisenhow­ 
er and the Democrats in Congress 
on the programs he wants and 
the kind they want. 
Some people thought, after last 
November’s 
elections, that this 
would be a much more liberal 
Congress than last year. But in 
the first showdowns on strength 
this year conservatives showed 
they are still in charge. 
In the Senate, a coalition of lib­ 
erals from both parties lost heav­ 
ily in their first test of strength 
in a fight over the rules. 
Liberal Republicans on opening 
day tried to name one of their 
own number their Senate leader, 
but they were defeated by a ma­ 
jority of conservative Republicans 
who picked Sen. Everett Dirksen 
of Illinois. 
House Republicans are still un­ 
der conservative leadership

Mikoyan was not 
just another member of the So­ 
viet Union’s Politburo making gen­ 
eral policy. 
The now genial visitor wrote the 
espionage orders himself. He hand­ 
ed them to secret agents for trans­ 
mittal to America in Soviet diplo­ 
matic pouches. 


THERE WERE, in turn, handed 
to Comintern representatives as 
well as hundreds of lesser Soviet 
officials in the U.S. 
Some of the orders were passed 
on to pro-Soviet labor leaders, long 
since exposed. These men. Ameri­ 
cans and Russians, were working 
daily right in the innards of our 
most guarded industries. 
That was in the days when Com­ 
rade Mikoyan officially was the 
Soviet Union's foreign trade min­ 
ister. 
To get some of this pedigree on 
the man now here for a “soft 
sell” of the Soviets to the Ameri­ 
can people, you need not have ac­ 
cess to any 
cloak 
and 
dagger 
bureau dossier. You need only find 
one man. still active in Washing­ 
ton and New York. 
He is one of Mikoyan’s former 
aides, Victor Kravchenko by name. 
Back in the war y e a r s , Krav­ 
chenko was economic attache of 
the U S S R. Purchasing Commis- 
siou in Washington. But he chose 
freedom. He broke with the So­ 
viets. 
Later, in April 1947, he swore 
under oath publicly to what he had 
jw tM*?’ Sold our counter-intelli­ 
gence agencies during the interven­ 
ing years.

KRAVCHENKO told the House 
Un-American Activities 
Commit­ 
tee: 
“One more fact. Mikoyan, this 
foreign trade minister, sent an or­ 
der, a very secret order. 
“ All the responsible, prominent 
members, the S o v i e t represent­ 
atives in the U.S., (telling them) 
how to carry on economic espionage 
and on what special problems in 
the U.S.,” Kravchenko said, de­ 
scribing the Mikoyan order. 
“This document was delivered to 
special secret agents in 
Wash­ 
ington and, it goes without saying, 
was delivered, thanks to diplo­ 
matic immunity. In the same way 
secret party orders were delivered 
to Washington from the Central 
Committee of the party. . . . 
“I must state in general that no 
person holding an important posi­ 
tion in connection with the eco­ 
nomic. p o l i t i c a l and military 
organizations and arriving in the 
U.S. from the Soviet Union arrives 
without a special assignment as to 
the collection of secret informa­ 
tion.” 
All this is known in detail to the 
top AFL-CIO leaders at their Wash­ 
ington headquarters. 


THEY WERE, 
therefore, sur­ 
prised, chagrined and some of 
them bitter and angered when they 
learned that J a m e s Carey, a 


member of the AFL-CIO’s eight- 
man executive committee, had in­ 
vited Mikoyan to a special creamed 
chicken lunch at his union head­ 
quarters. 
Some of the l a b o r leaders 
assumed no undue subtlety in tell­ 
ing this to Carey when he per­ 
sonally telephoned Monday evening 
and Tuesday morning to ask them 
to sit with the Soviet officials. 
Among those who turned Carey 
d o w n were AFL-CIO President 
George Meany and the Machinists’ 
leader Al Hayes. They said they 
would not sit with a representative 
of the nation under whose guns 
hundreds of working people die 
each day. 
There were those who resented 
this hospitality to Mikoyan because 
he arrived in the midst of violent 
anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic prop­ 
aganda campaigns inside the So­ 
viet Union. 
Mr. Carey, president of th* In­ 
ternational U n i o n of Electrical 
Workers, also attempted to interest 
Lewellyn Thompson, U.S. Ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow, who now is in 
Washington. Mr. Thompson said, in 
effect, “It’s 
all 
yours, 
Jim. 
I 
wouldn’t touch him.” 
Just what does it take on the 
Soviets’ part for some of our 
people to treat them as we treated 
the Nazis — of which they are but 
a different hue? 


A Problem Of Geography 


Berlin — a city divided against 
itself in the East • West contest 
— stands in the heart of northern 
Europe, half - way between the 
English Channel and the Russian 
border. Moscow is 1500 miles east, 
the far coast of Ireland equidis­ 
tant on the west. 
Within Germany itself, howev­ 
er, the nation’s prewar capital is 
distinctly off - center. More than 
300 miles east of the Rhine, it is 
90 airline miles beyond the Fed­ 
eral Republic. 
Thus, West Berlin is an isolat­ 
ed outpost in Communist East Ger­ 
many — a fact again underscored 
as the USSR demands the with­ 
drawal of all occupation forces, 
America, British. French and So­ 
viet. from the city’s four sectors. 
The famous Berlin Airlift of IO 
years ago demonstrated before the 
anxious world how a blockade of 
West Berlin could be broken. 
United States and British a i r- 
men — heroes of “Operation Vit­ 
tles” — flew in desperately - need­ 
ed food, clothing, fuel and medi­ 


cines from bases in West Ger­ 
many. 
The airlift went on day a n d 
night from the time the Commun­ 
ists set up the blockade in June 
1948 until they gave it up in May 
1949. After the emergency rations 
were safely landed, the “flying 
boxcars” brought raw materials 
for closed - down factories and 
heavy equipment and building sup­ 
plies to keep reconstruction going 
in the bomb - devastated city. 
Today. West Berlin is far strong­ 
er and more independent than it 
was in 
1949. 
Allied 
authorities 
have held free elections and in ef­ 
fect turned over most administra­ 
tive powers to the West Berlin 
Senate. 
Amid the rubble of fire - seared 
brick, stone and masonry, parks 
and 
squares 
have 
reappeared, 
framed 
by new 
homes, 
apart­ 
ment blocks, 
office 
and 
public 
buildings. 
Along neon - lighted 
Kurfurstendamm. 
West 
Berlin’s 
Champs Elysees. luxury sfc c £ « , 
hotels, cafes and theaters h a v e 
sprung up. 


Cut down the size of the tax, lf 
that will make it more acceptable 
to the opposition. The former tax 
of eight-tenths of one per cent 
meant 80 cents on each $100 of 
earnings and other income. 
If a new tax ordinance is enact­ 
ed, consider it for the first time 
only after exhaustive public an­ 
nouncements 
a n d 
explanations, 
skip the emergency clause that 
would make it go into immediate 
effect and obviate a referendum 
and consider the legislation 
at 
three separate Council meetings 
to give all sides plenty of time to 
express their views. 
If the public wants an opportuni­ 
ty to vote on the tax before it 
becomes effective, explain the ne­ 
cessity for a so - called “friendly 
referendum.” 
Law does not permit Council to 
put the tax question directly to a 
vote. However, Council could enact 
the tax legislation again without 
an emergency clause, with the ad­ 
vance understanding that s o m e 
group would circulate petitions to 
put it to a vote at the next gener­ 
al election in November. 
Then the tax either would go 
into effect or be discarded, de­ 
pending upon the outcome of the 
vote, but no money would be col­ 
lected pending the decision of the 
people. 


ONE ARGUMENT against t h e 
“friendly referendum” proposal is 
that the city would have to oper­ 
ate without new income u n t i l 
November. A referendum or an 
initiative ordinance cannot be sub­ 
mitted at a primary election. 
The “friendly referendum” and 
initiative technique has been used 
here at least once in recent his­ 
tory. That was in 1948, when the 
city approved 
an ordinance to 
adopt daylight saving time each 
summer. 
The vote was sought to put an 
end to a long - standing contro­ 
versy that arose each spring and 
sometimes kept Council embroiled 
in arguments for several weeks. 
Each year the question of adopt­ 
ing or skipping daylight time arose 
and each year Council heard end­ 
less arguments from both sides 
without really knowing what the 
majority of the city wanted. 
Finally, the vote was decided 
upon to attain a final decision. 
“Straw polls” had been conduct­ 
ed in the past on ballots publish­ 
ed in the newspaper and by pe­ 
tition, but there always was a gen­ 
eral suspicion that pressure groups 
were dominating the picture on 
both sides. 
As a solution, Council enacted 
daylight saving time legislation 
and a group of businessmen cir­ 
culated petitions to put the ques­ 
tion on the ballot. It carried by 
a substantial margin in the elec­ 
tion that November.

task of providing the sources that 
are hard to come by. 
The state government is taking 
in less money. Falling tax reven­ 
ue prompted the Board of Public 
Works to order a 5 per cent cut 
in spending from appropriations 
made by the legislature last year. 
Floor battles are expected in 
the legislature on the soft drinks 
tax and what appears to be a 
snowballing movement to set up 
liquor by the drink in the state. 
The 
controversial 
soft 
drinks 
levy, and more so an extension of 
it, was brought about by what is 
now known as the West Virginia 
University Medical Center. 
Eight years ago the legislature 
decided that WVU 
should have 
four-year schools of medicine, den­ 
tistry and nursing. The 1951 ses­ 
sion enacted a penny-a-bottle soft 
drink tax to finance the project. 
Last year the Medical Center 
needed money for its building pro­ 
gram, which is nearing compte 
tion. The 
legislature 
broadened 
the pop tax to include products 
that are used in m a k i n g soft 
drinks at home. 
The most recent act has failed 
to yield additional revenue. In fact, 
soft drink tax receipts the first 
half of this fiscal year - July I, 
1958, through December - ran a 
few dollars behind the previous 
year. 
Another liquor by the drink 
resolution is expected to be intro­ 
duced. That question is a consti­ 
tutional one. Only a vote by the 
people of the state can make it 
legal to sell whisky over the bar. 
Approval by two-thirds of the 
full membership of both cham 
hers of the legislature is required 
to put the question lo a popular 
vote. The last vote in the legis­ 
lature did not result in even a 
simple majority for lawmakers of 
the wet persuasion.

is midnight 
March 14.
